1. INTRODUCTION/SUMMARY: WE HAVE CONSIDERED FOLLOWING KEY 
FACTORS IN PREPARING COUNTRY COMMERCIAL PROGRAM (CCP) 

FY-79 (TO BE SUBMITTED SEPARATELY) AND THIS PRELIMINARY 
CCP FY-80. FIRST, OVERALL US/INDIA RELATIONS HAVE IMPROVED 
DRAMATICALLY DURING PAST YEAR FOLLOWING RESTORATION OF 
DEMOCRATIC GOVERNMENT IN INDIA AS EVIDENCED BY VISIT OF 
PRESIDENT AND TWO LARGE CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATIONS TO NEW 
DELHI IN EARLY 1978. SECONDLY, GOI IS EXPECTED TO LIBERALIZE 
FURTHER ITS IMPORT POLICIES AND PROCEDURES WHICH SHOULD 
RESULT IN ADDITIONAL PROSPECTS FOR US EXPORTS. THIRDLY, 

ALTHOUGH INDIAN DOMESTIC ECONOMY IS PROJECTED FOR MODEST 
GROWTH OVER NEXT SEVERAL YEARS, CERTAIN SECTORS, 

WHICH ARE IDENTIFIED IN CCP'S, OFFER GOOD PROSPECTS FOR 
INCREASED SALES OF US EQUIPMENT, MATERIALS, AND SERVICES. 
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IN VIEW OF THESE FACTORS, WE ARE RECOMMENDING BELOW A 
MODEST INCREASE IN US TRADE PROMOTION EFFORTS FOR FY-80 
AND WOULD APPRECIATE ANY FURTHER PROPOSALS WHICH USDOC 
MAY MAKE WITH RESPECT TO TRADE MISSIONS, SALES SEMINARS 
AND/OR CATALOG SHOWS. BASED UPON THE FOREGOING, WE 
RECOMMEND FOLLOWING PROGRAMS OF CAMPAIGNS AND SPECIAL 
EFFORTS FOR FY-80: 1) COMPUTERS AND COMPUTER PERIPHERALS; 
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2) MACHINE TOOLS AND METAL WORKING EQUIPMENT; 3) 

CHEMICAL AND FERTILIZER PLANT AND EQUIPMENT; 4) PRODUCTION 
AND PROCESS CONTROL INSTRUMENTATION; 5) LEATHER 
PROCESSING, TANNING AND FINISHING EQUIPMENT; AND 6) 

POLLUTION CONTROL EQUIPMENT. CAMPAIGNS AND PRIORITY 
RANKINGS ASSIGNED ARE SUBJECT TO REVISION DEPENDING 
UPON CHANGES IN PRIORITIES OF GOI AND ON SPECIFIC 
FINDINGS EMERGING OUT OF MARKET RESEARCH CURRENTLY 
UNDERWAY OR PROPOSED. UNDER SECTION IV, INCREASED 
EMPHASIS WILL BE PLACED ON MAJOR PROJECT REPORTING 
RELATED TO POWER GENERATION AND DISTRIBUTION EQUIPMENT 
NEEDS IN VIEW OF TOP PRIORITY BEING ACCORDED TO THIS 
SECTOR BY THE GOI. POST'S WILL ALSO INITIATE ACTIONS TO 
DETERMINE REQUIREMENTS FOR IMPORTED EQUIPMENT AND 
TECHNOLOGY THAT MAY EMERGE AS RESULT OF GOI'S RURAL 
AND AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT PLANS. A US AID PROGRAM 
IS BEING REINSTITUTED IN INDIA AND PROSPECTS FOR 
INCREASED US EXPORTS WILL BE IDENTIFIED AND 
REPORTED. END SUMMARY. 

2. SECTION III - CAMPAIGN DEVELOPMENT 

A. CAMPAIGN NUMBER I PRIORITY RANK:3 

CAMPAIGN TITLE; COMPUTERS AND COMPUTER PERIPHERALS 
OBJECTIVE AND RATIONALE; INSPITE OE THE CONCERTED GOI 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DRIVE FOR SELF-RELIANCE, INDIA WILL CONTINUE TO IMPORT 
BOTH COMPUTER HARDWARE AND SOFTWARE DURING THE NEXT 
SEVERAL YEARS. THE APPLICATION OP COMPUTER TECHNOLOGY 
IS BEING BROADENED AND IT IS LIKELY THAT INDIA WILL 
SPEND A MINIMUM OF DOLS300 MILLION DURING THE PIVE-YEAR 
PERIOD 1979 THRU 1984 ON IMPORTED COMPUTERS AND 
PERIPHERALS. WHILE INDIAN CAPABILITY IN THE PRODUCTION 
OF SOME COMPONENTS AND MINI AND MEDIUM SIZED COMPUTER 
SYSTEMS IS STRONG, TECHNOLOGICAL ADVANCES WORLDWIDE WILL 
BE DIFFICULT TO KEEP UP WITH WITHOUT SUBSTANTIAL IMPORTS 
OF BASIC HARDWARE AND PERIPHERALS AND THE SELECTIVE 
IMPORT OP TECHNICAL KNOW-HOW. THE CATALOG EXHIBIT 
PROPOSED FOR OCTOBER 1979 IS LIKELY TO TRIGGER ENOUGH 
INTEREST TO JUSTIFY A FURTHER CONCERTED EXPORT PROMOTION 
EFFORT DURING FY-I980. THE OVERALL OBJECTIVES OF THIS 
CAMPAIGN WILL BE TO INCREASE THE SALE OF US EQUIPMENT 
AND TECHNOLOGY. 

B. CAMPAIGN NUMBER; 2 PRIORITY RANK: 4 

CAMPAIGN TITLE: MACHINE TOOLS AND METAL WORKING EQUIPMENT 
OBJECTIVE AND RAIONALE: INDIA HAS ATTAINED A 
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REASONABLE LEVEL OF SELE-SUEFICIENCY IN THE AREA OE 
GENERAL PURPOSE MACHINE TOOLS AND SOME HEAVY-DUTY 
AND SOPHISTICATED MACHINES INCLUDING VERTICAL AND 
HORIZONTAL BORING MACHINES, METAL SPINDLE AUTOMATICS, 
GEAR HOBBING MACHINES, HEAVY DUTY COPY LATHES AND 
TRANSEER LINES. HOWEVER, EOR THE MORE SOPHISTICATED, 
MULTI-PURPOSE, AND HEAVY DUTY MACHINE TOOLS AND 
METAL WORKING EQUIPMENT, INDIA CONTINUES TO RELY 
HEAVILY ON IMPORTS. ACCORDING TO PRELIMINARY 
ESTIMATES, DURING CY 1977 THE TOTAL VALUE OF MACHINE 
TOOLS AND METAL WORKING EQUIPMENT IMPORTED BY INDIA 
WAS IN EXEESS OF DOLS70 MILLION. THE LEVEL OF SUCH 
IMPORTS IS LIKELY TO CONTINUE TO GROW BECAUSE OE THE 
Gors RENEWED EMPHASIS ON INCREASING THE PRODUCTION 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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OE ENGINEERING PRODUCTS SUBSTANTIALLY TO MEET 
EXPANDING DOMESTIC AND EXPORT DEMAND. THE PROSPECTS 
EOR THE IMPORTATION OP SPECIAL PURPOSE, AND 
NUMERICALLY AND COMPUTER CONTROLLED METAL WORKING 
EQUIPMENT DURING THE PORTHCOMING FIVE-SEVEN YEARS 
PERIOD IS RATED AS "EXCELLENT". MARKET RESEARCH 
ON THE PRODUCT CATEGORY WILL BE CONDUCTED RUING 
PY-1978 AND THE RESULTS WILL ENABLE US INDUSTRY 
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UNCLAS SECTION 2 OF 5 NEW DELHI 2632 

TO MAKE A MORE PRECISE ASSESSMENT OF SPECIFIC 
OPPORTUNITIES AND PROSPECTS. TENTATIVELY, WE 
BELIEVE THAT A TRADE MISSION OR A TECHNICAL SALES 
SEMINAR FOR THE PRODUCT CATEGORY WOULD BE AN 
APPROPRIATE TRADE PROMOTION VEHICLE FOR STRENGTHENING 
AND EXPANDING THE US MARKET SHARE. 

C. CAMPAIGN NUMBER: 3 PRIORITY RANK: 5 

CAMPAIGN TITLE: CHEMICAL AND FERTILIZER EQUIPMENT 
OBJECTIVE AND RATIONALE: US-ORIGIN CHEMICAL AND 
FERTILIZER PLANT EQUIPMENT ENJOYS A HIGH REPUTATION 
IN INDIA. SUCH EQUIPMENT, WE BELIEVE, IS COMPETITIVE 
IN PRICE, QUALITY AND PERFORMANCE CHARACTERISTICS 
AND HAS AN EXCELLENT REPUTATION AMONG INDIAN 
END-USERS. DESPITE THESE APPARENT ADVANTAGES, THE 
CURRENT US SHARE OF THE MARKET IS ONLY ABOUT 1 1 
PERCENT OF ESTIMATED INDIAN IMPORTS VALUED AT BETWEEN 
DOLS400-450 MILLION ANNUALLY. WEST GERMANY, JAPAN, 

AND THE U.K. JOINTLY SHARE MORE THAN 50 PERCENT OF 
THE INDIAN IMPORT MARKET. THE MAJOR REASONS FOR THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LOW US MARKET SHARE ARE: (A) THE GENERAL PAUCITY 
OF MAJOR US TECHNOLOGY ORIENTED PROJECTS IN INDIA; 

(B) THE INCREASED ADOPTION, IN RECENT YEARS, OF 
NON-US PROCESSES THAT EFFECT PRODUCTION EQUIPMENT 
CHOICE IN FAVOR OF OTHER COUNTRIES; AND (C) PERCEIVED 
LACK OF LONG-TERM EXPORT FINANCING FROM THE US. 

THE CONSENSUS AMONG INDIAN INDUSTRY SPECIALISTS 
IS THAT THE US SHARE OF THE MARKET HAS PROSPECTS 
FOR MOVING UP IF AN INTENSIVE SALES EFFORT IS 
UNDERTAKEN TO INCREASE THE FLOW OF AMERICAN TECHNOLOGY 
THROUGH THE LICENSING OF PROCESSES AND THROUGH THE 
MORE ACTIVE PARTICIPATION OF US CONSULTING AND 
ENGINEERING FIRMS IN INDIA. THE FASTEST GROWING 
END-USER SECTORS ARE FERTILIZERS, PETRO-CHEMICALS, 

ORGANIC CHEMICALS, PESTICIDES, PLASTICS AND 
PHARMACEUTICALS. DEPENDING UPON INVESTMENT AND 
GROWTH TRENDS IN THESE AREAS, A TRADE MISSION OR 
A CATALOG SHOW WILL BE RECOMMENDED DURING FY 1980. 

D. CAMPAIGN NUMBER: 4 PRIORITY RANK: 6 

CAMPAIGN TITLE: PRODUCTION AND PROCESS CONTROL 
INSTRUMENTATION 
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OBJECTIVE AND RATIONALE: WITH THE RAPID 
EXPANSION AND THE GROWING SOPHSITICATION OF THE 
PRINCIPAL INDIAN END-USER SECTORS (FERTILIZERS, 

CHEMICALS, PETRO-CHEMICALS, SYNTHETIC FIBERS, 
NUCLEAR/THERMAL POWER GENERATION, STEEL, AND 
PAPER) THE OVERALL IMPORT MARKET IN INDIA WILL 
CONTINUE TO EXPAND AT AN AVERAGE ANNUAL COMPOUND 
RATE OF GROWTH OF ABOUT 10-12 PERCENT. DOMESTIC 
CAPABILITY FOR THE PRODUCTION OF EQUIPMENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IS INADQUATE TO MEET FULLY DOMESTIC DEMAND. US-ORIGIN 
PRODUCTION AND PROCESS CONTROL INSTRUMENTATION 
ENJOYS A STRONG DEMAND BECAUSE OF QUALITY, DURABILITY, 
ACCURACY, AND SOPHISTICATION. DURING CY-I977, INDIA 
IMPORTED OVER DOLS34 MILLION WORTH OF PRODUCTION AND 
PROCESS CONTROL INSTRUMENTATION TO MEET THE SHORTFALL 
BETWEEN DOMESTIC PRODUCTION AND DEMAND. 

OF THIS, IMPORTS WORTH NEARLY DOLS6.5 MILLION CAME FROM 
THE UNITED STATES. IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED STATES 
DURING THE PAST THREE YEARS HAVE GROWN AT AN AVERAGE 
ANNUAL RATE OF ABOUT 30 PERCENT AND THIS GROWTH 
TREND IS LIKELY TO CONTINUE DURING THE FORESEEABLE 
FUTURE. ANOTHER CATALOG SHOW DURING FY 1980 IS 
RECOMMENDED AS A FOLLOW-UP TO THE VERY SUCCESSFUL FY 1975 
CATALOG SHOW.

PROCESSING, TANNING AND FINISHING EQUIPMENT IS 
BEING CONDUCTED UNDER THE FY-I978 CCP. DESK 
RESEARCH INDICATES THAT THIS IS A POTENTIAL AREA 
FOR US COMPANIES TO INCREASE EXPORTS AND TO 
ESTABLISH INDIAN JOINT- VENTURES. INDIA HAS ONE OF THE 
LARGEST CATTLE POPULATIONS OF THE WORLD AND IS A 
MAJOR PRODUCER AND EXPORTER OF HIDES AND SKINS. 
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UNCLAS SECTION 3 OF 5 NEW DELHI 2632 

THE GOI IS MAKING AN EFFORT TO ENCOURAGE THE 
DEVELOPMENT OE PROCESSING, TANNING AND EINISHING 
OF HIDES AND SKINS IN INDIA SO AS TO BE ABLE TO 
OBTAIN A HIGHER PER UNIT RETURN THROUGH EXPORTS OF 
FINISHED LEATHER AND LEATHER PRODUCTS. UNDER THE 
CURRENT IMPORT POLICY 59 DIEFERENT TYPES OF 
EQUIPMENT FOR TANNING AND FOR THE CONVERSION OF 
LEATHER INTO FINISHED PRODUCTS HAVE BEEN PLACED IN 
THE OPEN GENERAL LICENSE (OGL) CATEGORY. SEVERAL 
LARGE GROUPS IN THE PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SECTORS HAVE 
PLANS TO ESTABLISH MODERN, LARGE-SCALE, FACILITIES 
FOR LEATHER PROCESSING AND FINISHING. THE CURRENT 
LEVEL OF INDIAN IMPORTS OF EQUIPMENT WITHIN THIS 
PRODUCT CATEGORY IS ESTIMATED AT ABOUT DOLS8-I0 MILLION 
AND FOR THE COMBINED FIVE-YEAR PERIOD 1979-84 IT IS 
ESTIMATED BY INDUSTRY REPRESENTATIVES THAT TOTAL 
IMPORTS WILL BE ANYWHERE BETWEEN DOLS80 TO DOES 1 10 MILLION. 
ALTHOUGH MARKET RESEARCH HAS NOT BEEN COMPLETED, 
PRELIMINARY RESEARCH TENDS TO BE STRONGLY IN FAVOR 
OF MOUNTING A CATALOG SHOW EARLY IN FY-I980 
SUPPORTED BY THE PRESENCE OF ONE OR MORE INDUSTRY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TECHNICAL REPRESENTATIVES TO WIDELY DISSEMINATE 
INFORMATION ON US PRODUCT AVAILABILITY AND ON US 
INNOVATIONS IN THIS AREA.

CAMPAIGN TITLE: POLLUTION CONTROL EQUIPMENT 
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OBJECTIVE AND RAIONALE: THIS IS A RELATIVELY NEW 
INDUSTRIAL AREA BUT THE AWARENESS OF THE NEED FOR 
POLLUTION CONTROL IN INDIA HAS DEVELOPED QUITE STRONGLY. 
THE MINISTRY OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AND THE 
PLANNING COMMISSION HAVE INDICATED THAT INCREASED 
ATTENTION TO MAINTAINING A PROPER ECOLOGICAL 
BALANCE IN SO FAR AS FUTURE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
IS CONCERNED WILL BE STRICTLY ENFORCED. IN EACT, THE 
CENTRAL AND THE STATE GOVERNMENTS AND SEVERAL CITY 
ADMINISTRATIONS ARE INCREASINGLY STIPULATING THAT 
EXISTING AND FUTURE INDUSTRIAL PLANTS MUST MAKE
